PETITION TO REVIVE APPLICATION UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) 

Applicants hereby petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) to revive the above application, 
which was abandoned effective October 28, 2008 for late payment of the issue fee in response to 
the Notice of Allowance mailed on July 28, 2008. 

After the Notice of Allowance was mailed, the Examiner issued a Supplemental Notice of 
Allowability on August 18, 2008, to correct certain errors in the Notice of Allowance. Prior to 
October 28, 2008, Applicants contacted the Examiner by telephone to ask whether the deadline for 
paying the issue fee was October 28, 2008, i.e., three months from the mailing date of the Notice 
of Allowance, or November 18, 2008, i.e., three months from the mailing date of the 
Supplemental Notice of Allowability. The Examiner advised Applicants that the deadline was the 
latter date. 

Applicants, relying on the Examiner's advice, submitted the issue fee and the response to 
the Notice of Allowance on November 4, 2008. A Notice of Abandonment was subsequently 
issued and received on November 24, 2008, acknowledging the issue fee payment and noting that 
the payment deadline of October 28, 2008, as set by the Notice of Allowance, had been missed. 

Applicants submit that the entire period of delay (7 days) was unintentional. 

The $1,620.00 petition fee required for a large entity as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(m) is 
being paid concurrently herewith on the Electronic Filing System (EFS) by way of Deposit 
Account authorization.
